Knowing our Adversary (Part VIII) 



Flattery and Fear in the Garden 



When discussing the tactics that our adversary Satan uses against us I 
like to go back to the Garden of Eden whenever possible. I do so in 
order to demonstrate that while circumstances may change, the 
underlying goals and methods of Satan have not changed one bit from 
the beginning (John 8:44 KJV O).

In the story of Adam and Eve we can see many subtle levels of 
deception going on. Adam and Eve never saw any of it coming, they 
only saw the bait Satan offered to them and it seemed good. Even 
though God had told them not to eat of the tree they chose to ignore 
Him. 

Satan to this day still beckons men to eat of this tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil. This is one of the esoteric truths of those who call themselves the Illuminati. The name means 
"The enlightened ones". They are enlightened by the wisdom and knowledge offered by Lucifer. Lucifer means

'flattery and fear ? tactic in action. Once he tricks Adam and Eve through flattery into doing his will he attacks 
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them with fear that God will reject them, causing them to flee from the presence of the God that they should be 
running to! 

Liberty or Slavery? 

What kind of liberty is it that this woman is offering? Her proper title is 
'Liberty Enlightening the World". 'Liberty from what?" you may ask. 

The Garden of Eden is a great example of the kind of liberty Satan offers, 
liberty from God's protection by the lure of flattery and threat of fear. They 
never saw the fear coming, they probably had no clue what it was like to 
even experience fear.

It may come as a surprise to some, but in many cases men throughout history were slaves to their masters 
voluntarily.
